On the night of 8th/9th July, 1979, Shri Guntaka Pandu¬ 
ranga Rao was detailed on mght patrolling duty between 
Prakasam Barrage and Seethanagaram Railway Brids’e. At 
bout 2.30 AM, Shi'i Rao noticed three unknown culprits car¬ 
rying away iron casts that were kept over the shutters of 
Pral^am Barrage, On noticing the police constable, one of 
the culprits ran away by road towarcls Seethanapiram while 
the other two culprits plunged into the river Knshna, While 
Constable Fakruddin, who was accompanying Shri Rao, and 
the watchman of the Barrage chased the culprit who had run 
towards Seethanagaram, Shri Rao and another watchman of 
the Barrage plunged into the river and chased the two cul¬ 
prits, However, due to swift current Shri Rao was drowned 
in the river and died. Shri Rao was a good swimmer but 
could not withstand the velocity of the current. 

Shri Guntaka Panduranga Rao thus exhibited gallantry, 
courage and devotion to duty.

On the 8th December, 1980, an extremist, named Gamblet 
Kuki, was apprehended by the Army authorities and was 
brought to BSF post at Yangopokpi, On the 10th December, 
1980, at about 0715 hrs., when th’ extremist was being 
interrogated, his hand being tied with a strong rope, and one 
sentry posted to guard him and the interrogators were busy 
taking down the notes and checking the maps, the extremist 
freed his hand, knocked down the sentry, snatched the rifle 
from flic sentry and started ninning towards Indo-Bnrma 
border. The sentry raised an alarm and ran after Gamblet 
Kuki. But unfortunately his legs got entangled with fhc pro¬ 
truding bare roots of the trees in the forested dfea and he fell

down. The extremist turned round, cocked his rifle and aimed 
at the chasing BSF/Army personnel. In the meantime, Shri 
Dinakar Subhana Kamble, who was standing outside the 
camp, saw the extremist running away with the rifle and the 
sentry chasing him. He ran after the sentry but realised that 
it would not be possible to overpower the extremist who 
might escape to Burma. Shri Ramble then took a detour 
through a bushy and concealed route to the high spot where 
the extremist was tiying to reach. He reached the spot where 
the extremist was ready to fire at the pursuing party. Even 
though he was unarmed, he overpowered the extremist, and 
snatched the cocked rifle from him. By that time the chasing 
party also reached there and overpowered the extremist. 

In overpowering an armed extremist Shri Dinakar Subhana 
Ramble exhibited conspicuous gallantly and courage.

On the 9th July, 1980, at about 1905 hrs., about seven 
armed extremists, pretending themselves to be attendants 
of some patients in the hospital, attacked the armed Guard 
who was on duty in the Surgical Ward of the Regional 
Medical College Hospital for guarding a patient, The 
extremists killed the Guard and took awnv seven Rifles with 
some rounds of ammunition from the Guards and made 
good their escape. Shri Ahanthcm Romen Kumar Singh 
received information abmit the incident and mshed to the 
Medical College Hospital along with the four Constables, 
However, instead of approaching the Hospital from the 
usual route, he took an unfrequented route to the hospital. 
When Shri Singh reached the short turning of the Uripac 
near the Ibotosana Girls Higher Secondary School, he 
suddenly came face to face with two young men on a 
scooter who were carrying ,e number of .303 rifles, and 
were coming from the side of the Medical College. Shri 
Singh pulled out his pistol by jutting out his band crossing 
over the shoulder of his driver and fired at the extremists. 
He jumped out of his vehicle and gave a chase to the extre¬ 
mists along with Shri Phurailatpam Hari Sharma and Shri 
Mohamed Fazur Rahman, He fired at them as a result of 
which one of the extremists fell down from his scooter. 
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One of the extremist® also fired on the Police Party. An 
encounter ensued. The second extremist was overpowered 
and was arrested, 'Fbe former extremist died on the spot. 

In awrehending the armed extremists Shri Ahantbem 
Romen Kumar Singh, Shri Phurailatpam Hari Sharma and 
Siiri Mohamed Fazur Rahman exhibited conspicuous gal¬ 
lantry, courage md devotion to duty.

On the 29th November, 1980, at about 1820 hrs., infor¬ 
mation was received at Jagatdal Police Station that cer¬ 
tain criminals had assembled in a house of Atchalbagan 
near E.S.D, Railway siding in order to commit a crime. 
The Police Party was sent to apprehend the criminals were sus- 
they approached the house where the criminals were sus¬ 
pected to be hiding, they were attacked with bombs. The 
whole area was in complete darkness due to load-shedding. 
Under the cover of darkness, some local rowdies also start¬ 
ed hurling bombs at the Police Party, as a result of which 
some of the Police personnel received injuries and a police 
vehicle was damaged. On hearing altout the attacked on 
the Police Party, Shri Bipul Bchari Sikdar, who was on 
picket duty about one furlong from the place of incident 
rushed upto Atchalabegun. On reaching there, he found 
that the police party was In a critical position. He fired 
eleven rounds from his rifle and also asked his Constable 
to fire from his gun. He also chased the criminal and came 
face to face with them. In the meantime another section of 
the criminals’ gang hurled a bomb on Shri Sikdar from 
another direction. The bomb directly hit Shri Sikdar and 
burst on his back, as a result of which Shri Sikdar was 
fatally injured. He was taken to the hospital where be 
succumbed to his injuries. 

In his attempt to apprehend some hardened criminals and 
while helping his fellow policemen Shri Bipul Beharl Sikdar 
exhibited conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to 
duty of a very high order.

On the 25th March, 1982, at about 3.00 A.M. Shri Ahan- 
them Romen Kumar Singh received informatimi that a 
gang of four armed hard-core extremists led by one Pun- 
gouba had been seen in and around Khuyathong Bazar of 
Imphal, Shri Singh hired one civil mini bus and moved 
towards Khuyathong. He positioned two stop parties with 
four police personnel each, one near the tr^c island of 
Khuyathong bazar and the other along the Moirang Pokpa 
Laimoi^ which were the possible escape routes for the 
extremists. Three of the police pereotonel find Shri Sfco^i 
remained In the mlnl-bns which was packed along the Nega 
Mapal Road. At aljont 7.20 AM., the exfrtemsts’ fetner 


Pungouba sneaked out of the Thangmeiband Poiecn Leikai 
and stood on the road crossing at a distance, of about 200 
ft. from the place where Shri Singh and hfe party were 
waiting in the mini bus. The mini bus moved nearer to¬ 
wards the extremists. Shri Singh sprinted from the moving 
bus in disregard of his persontil safety and pounced upon 
the extremist and overpowered him after grappling with 
him. The eitremlnt took out a londed revolver and tried 
to open fire at airi Singh but Shri Singh snatched the 
load^ revolver from him. The extremist was captured. 

2. The apprehending an armed extremist, Shri Ahanthcm 
Romen Kumar Sin^ exhibited conspicuous gallantry, 
courage and devotion fo duty.

No. SW / SBR/9(6)/82.—Keeping in view the imperative 
need for development of indigenous Shiprepair Industry, in 
the context of huge foreign exchange expenditure on repairs 
of Indian vessels abroad and the scope for foreign exchange 
eemings from repair of foreign vessels in Indian Shipyards, 
the Government have decided to extend the concessions/ 
facilities available to 100% export-oriented units to the 
Shiprepair Industry for repair of ocean-going vessels, both 
Indian and foreign. Accordin^y, the following benefits will 
be extended to the Shiprepair Industry for ocean-going 
vessels :— 

(i) Customs Authorities will provide bond facilities to 
the Units wherever they arc located. 

(ii) In uddition to the present facility of import of 
components, raw niaterials and consumables with¬ 
out import duty, import of capital goods required 
by the industry shall be exempt from import duty. 

(iii) Imports of capital goods, components, raw mate¬ 
rials and consumer goods, as and when required, 
shah be permitted. 

(iv) The import of capital goods shall be allowed 
against free foreign exchange or bilateral credits in 
such a way that the cost of the unit is not unduly 
raised. 

(v) Foreign collabnratiun or lempotavy assistance by 
foreign specialists will be permitted on merits of 
each case. 

(vi) Conditions for dilution of foreign equity in the case 
of units covered by Foreign Hxchange Regulation 
Act (FERA) shall not be enforced for investment 
in Shiprepair Industry. The Large Houses or the 
units covered by Monopolies and Restrictive Trade 
Practices Act (MRTP) shall be permitted to bor¬ 
row from financial institutions at normal debt/ 
equity ratio for investment in this industry. 

(vii) The indigenously available components and raw 
materials used by this industiy shall be exempt from 
payment of Central Excise Duty. 

2. The Shiprepair Industry for both ocean-going vessels 
and other powered craft shall be allowed the following con¬ 
cessions in respect of income-tax ;— 

(ij A deduction of 20% of the profits earned in the 
first five years shall be allowed to newly established 
Shiprepair units under Scctiott 80.1 of the Income- 
tax Act. 

(ii) Depreciation allowance at the rate of 15% for sin¬ 
gle shift, 22i% for double shift and 30% for tri¬ 
ple shift shall be allowed on the capital goods in¬ 
cluding floating dry dock for a period of five years 
from the date of promulgation of the concessions. 

(iii) An investment allowance of 25% shall be made 
available for Shiprepair Industry. 

These concessions will take effect from the dates of the 
orders to be issued by the concerned authorities. 

3. The need for providing financing facilities for capital 
investment in Shiprepair Industry either through ShiOTing De¬ 
velopment Fund Committee iSDFC) or other suitable finan¬ 
cial institutions, such as Industrial Development Bank of India 
(IDBI) etc. has been accepted in principle. The modalities 
of providing these facilities will be examined. 

4. The above decisions have been taken in the li^t of the 
recommendations made in the First Report of the Committee 
set up by the Government in February 1982 to examine the 
question oj formulating policy measures for the development 
of indigenous Shiprepair Industry, under the Chairmanship 
of Director General of Shipping.

Structure area measuring 156,75 sq. kms. 

No. 0/12012/13/81-Piod.—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by clause (i) of sub-rule (1) of lulc 5 of the Petroleum 
and Natural Gas Rules, 1959, the Central Government hereby 
grants to the Oil & Natural Gas Commission, Tel Bhavan, 
Dchradun (hereinafter referred to as Commission) a Petroleum 
Exploration Licence to prospect for Petroleum for four year 
from 6-6-1981 with KH-2 Structure area measuring 156.75 
sq. kms. the particulars of which arc given in Schedule ‘A’ 
annexed hereto. 

The Grant of Licence is subject to the terms and conditions 
mentioned below. 

(a) The Exploration Licence should be in respect of 
Petroleum, 

(b) If any mincrtds ate found during the exploration work, 
the Commission should bring that to the notice of the Central 
Government with fuU particulars thereof. 

(c) Royalty at the rates mentioned below shall be charged, 

(i) Rs, 61/- per metric tonnes or such rates as may be 
fixed by the Central Government from time to time 
on aU crude oil and casing head condensate, 

(ii) In case of natuial gas, at such rates as may be fixed 
by the Central Government from time to time. 

The royalty shall be paid to the Pay & Accounts 
Officer, Department of Petroleum, New Delhi. 

(d) The Commission shall, within the first 30 days of every 
month, furnish to the Central Government, a full proi^r return 
showing the quantity and gross value of all crude oil, casing 
head condensate and natural gas obtained during the pieceed- 
ing month in pursuance of the licence. The return shall be 
in the form given in Schedule ‘B’ annexed hereto. 

'(e) The Commission shall deposit a sum of Rs. 6000/- as 
security as required by rule 11 of the PNG Rules, 1959. 

(f) The Commission sNall pay eweiy year a fee in respect 
of the licence calculated at the following ratw for each square 
kilometer or party thereof covered by the licence. 

li) Rs. 4/- for the first year of the licence; 

(ii) Rs. 20/- for the second year of the licence; 

(iii) Rs. KKl/- for the third year of the licence; 

(iv) Rs. 200/- for the fourth year of the licence; 

(v) Rs, 300/- for the first and second year of renewal. 

(g) The Commission shall be at liberty to determine the 
relinquishing of any part of the area covered by the explora¬ 
tion licence by giving not less than two months' notice in 
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writing to the Central Government as required by sub-rute (3) 
of the rule 11 of the Petroleum & Natural Gas Rules, 1959. 

(h) The Commission shall immediately- on demand submit 
to the Central Government confidentially a full report of the 
geological data of all the minerals found during the explora¬ 
tion of oil and natural gas and shall submit without fail every 
six months the results of all operations, boring and explora¬ 
tion to the Central Government. 

(1) The Commission shall take preventive measures against 
the hazard of fire under sea bed and/or on the surface and 
shall keep such equipment, supplies and means to extinguish 


the fire at all times and shall pay such compensation to third 
party and/or Government as may be determined in case of 
damage due to the fire. 

(i) This exploration licence shall be subject to the provi¬ 
sions of the Oil Fields (Regulation and Development) Act, 
1948 (53 of 1948) and the Petroleum and Natural Gas Rules, 
1959. 

(k) The Commission shall execute a deed of the Petroleum 
Exploration Licence in the form applicable to oifshore areas 
as approved by the Central Government,
